region just this side of Seven Palms 
as long as any one can remember.

During the last heavy rains 
the Whitewater rose in its might and 
devastased the whole country round 
about, washing out the bridge and 
the roadbed and playing the mischief 
generally. 
Soon the rains and the 
river stopped simultaneously, and the 
river has not been found since. It ap- 
jieared to become ashamed of itself 
for doing so much harm, and has ap­ 
parently slunk away in disgust aud 
sorrow. 
It is entirely gone. 
4t no 
point does it cross the railroad, as it 
would have to do were it still in 
existence in some new course. 
The 
railroad company, in order to secure 
water for its station at Whitewater, 
has been obliged to build a pipe line 
away up to (he mountains, at con­ 
siderable expense. 
All last summer, 
during the hottest, driest weather, 
the river ran placidly along—in fact, 
it has never failed until after its 
“jag” of this winter. 
Now it forms 
one of the mysteries of that mysteri­ 
ous region, the Colorado river desert 
and perhaps is flow ing by the P egleg 
mine, and possibly rippling beside 
the treasure-laden Spanish galleon 
which lies somewhere in that region 
buried in sand.— Scientific American. I

N ew Y o r k, Aug. 25 .—The digging for 
the dead bodies iu the ruins continued un­ 
interruptedly all last night, except for the 
rain that fell at periods during the night. 
A t 3:25 in the m orning there was a bustle 
of excitem ent am oug the workmen that 
soon spread to the eager watchers at the fire 
line. 
Another body had been fyund. 
It 
was that o f a man, and lay beside the tangle 
o f presses at No. 70. It was terribly burned 
and unrecognizable, unless identity m ay be 
disclosed by the tattered fragments of cloth­ 
ing that but partly covered it. 
The work again Wellton unmarked by in­ 
cident until 7:40o’clock this morning, when 
a secondJ)ody was found, ab o that of a 
man, near the spot where the first was dis­ 
covered. 
F.ve minutes later a third body 
o f a man was found in nearly the same 
place. 
H ardly had this been unearthed 
when the body of another man was found, 
but it lay beneath a heavy press and it w ill 
•he im possible to rem ove it until a derrick is 
obtained to hoist the press from the ruins. 
A lm ost sim ultaneously came the discovery 
o f a fifth body—m aking tw enty-one in all 
—am ong the brick and paper at 74. 
It 
was that of a large man, but when the face 
became visible, it was like the others—un­ 
recognizable. 
A t 9 o ’clock the Italian la­ 
borers were still at work rem oving the 
bricks that buried the body and hindered 
its rem oval. 
From daylight on the crowd 
of spectators at the fire lines gradually in­ 
creased, and at 9 o’clock a densely packed 
j throng filled every spot that com manded 
: the slightest view of the blackened ruins. 


NO BOILES IN THE BUILDING, 
but the presses were not working when the 
accident occurred. 
It was due probably to 
the faulty construction o f the building. 
One of the bodies recovered this m orning 
is believed to be that o f John Steinke of 
H oboken. 
A t 10:10 o’clock the body found at 8 
o ’clock pinned down beneath rn press was 
removed. 
In order to release it, tackle 
em ployed in hoisting safes was secured and 
was fastened to a telegraph j>ole and the 
press raised sufficiently to perm it of the re­ 
covery of the body. 
It waa that of a young 
m an about eighteen or twenty years old. 
A bout ten m inutes later the body of anotii- 
young man or boy was found alm ost direct­ 
ly beneath the platform, w hich latter had 
been removed. 
It had been identified as 
Ernest D. Shadduck of Brooklyn, who xxas 
em ployed by Leibier Si Maas. 
H e was six- 
i teen years old. 
Just before these two bodies were taken 
from the ruins a crowd of people standing 


od the steps of the building opposite the 
wreck saw one of the Italian* xxorking in 
the ruins stoop over the body of one of the 
victim s aud lake som ething out of the vest 
pocket. 
They shouted to the police and a 
boy ran across the street and told Policeman 
Sweeney, of the Ninth precinct, who arrest­ 
ed the Italian. 
H e was com pelled to show 
what he had in his pockets, and the first 
thing he pulled out wa* a silver watch 
wliich he admitted he had “ picked up.” j 
H e wa* taken to the Second precinct station 
house, followed by a mob, m any of whom 
shouted “ Lynch him! Lynch him !” 
From i 
tbs police station he was taken to the 
Tombs police court. 
There lie gave his 
nam e a* Rosso Sava no. 
He said he intend- ( 
ed to give the watch to his boss. 
H e was 
held for trial. 


SIX HOEK BODIES 
were found in the ruins at 3 o ’clock. 
The 
work of the taking them out of the debris 
wai com pleted at 3:25 o’clock, when it was 
learned that five of the bodies were those of | 
women and girls and one that of a boy. 
One of the bodies wa* identified as Lottie 
H elm , twenty-five years old, who worked 
with Liebler A Mas*. 
Another as that of 
Maggie Quinn, about twenty year* old, and 
a third that of Mamie W illiam s, sixteen 
years old. 
The two first were press girls. 
District Attorney Nichol I is considering 
the question of indicting the jierson or per­ 
sons reopousilie for the disaster. 
After a 
long consultation with his chief assistant, 
ex-Sudge Redford, he placed tit* case in the 
bands of Assistant District Attorney Tow n­ 
send. 
The scenes at Die morgue to-dav were 
sim ilar to those of yesterday. 
I p to 5 
o ’clock 
twenty-one 
bodies 
had 
been 
brought to the morgue rom the scenes of 
the diaster. 
Of these thirteen 
HAD BEEN IDENTIFIED 
at the morgue bv friend* or relatives. 
The 
bodies of those identified as soon a* they 
were dug cfut o f the debris wtre not taken 
to th* morgue, but removed at once to un­ 
dertakers’shops. 
Most of the identifica­ 
tions were made from the article* oi cloth­ 
ing found on the charred remains. 
Another body was removed from the 
ruins at 6:45 o’clock. 
It was that of a large 
and muscular man, about six ;eet in height 
Brid j»erhaps 185 pounds weight. 
The re­ 
mains were not much burned, although 
som ewhat blackened. 
There wa* no m u­ 
tilation of any part, and the hair was not 
even singed. 
None of those at the scene of 
the disaster waiting the recovery of rela­ 
tions could identity these remains and they 
were sent to the morgue. 
This was the 
thirty-fi th body which had been recovered 
up to that hour. 
Late this evening the workmen in remox'- 
ing som e timbers revealed the arm, head 
aud breast of a woman. 
She lay on her 
back, and a large pres* crushed her down 
with its weight, and rendered the removal 
of the body im possible without the use of 
a derrick. 
It was allow ed to remain where 
found until to-morrow. A canvas xvas mer­ 
cifully thrown over the face, which showed 


do sign of suffering, she probably having 
been providentially stunned before the huge 
press crushed out her life. 
An alarm was sent out irom police head­ 
quarters to-day for Louis Rosenfeld, pro­ 
prietor of the paint store at No. TO Bart 
place. 
H e has been m issing since the dis­ 
aster, and his brother thinks the fearlul 
scenes he witnessed after the crash came 
unsettled his mind and that ha is wander­ 
ing aim lessly about this or som e other 
city.

—At the annual m eeting of the Geological 
Society of Am erica to-day Prof. N. H. 
W inchell, who fills the chair of geology in 
the M innesota state 
university, 
read a 
touching and eulogistic m em orial o f his 
dead brother, Prof. A lex W inchell, the 
last elected president of the society, who 
was well known in Minnesota. 
The m emorial was quite lengthy, and re­ 
viewed the dead geologist'* life from his 
birth, Dec. 31, 1834, in Duchess county, N. 
Y., to his death at Ann Arbor Feb. 9 last. 
H is work was many si.led. 
He had studied 
to be a civil engineer; had a strong leaning 
toward theology. 
He also read m edicine 
and wa* a fine m athem atician. 
Ile loved 
music; wrote poetry, and m odeled in clay 
and plaster. 
As a financial resource he be­ 
cam e a teacher, and wa* very successful. 
H e became famous by hi* argument* on 
“The Bible H istory o f the Creation.” 
Ho 
published 
in 
(he 
Christian 
Advorato 
“Adam ites and 
Pre-A dam ites,” 
a 
far­ 
reaching exposition of Scrijfttiral and sci­ 
entific harm ony. 
For four years lie lec­ 
tured on geology at Vanderbilt university. 
During hi* long connection with Hie uni­ 
versity of Michigan he wrote many scien­ 
tific article* o f a popular nature, and did a 
great deal toward popularizing geology. 
The speaker spoke eloquently o f hi* dead 
brother’* long and splendid connection 
with tile Aim Arbor university. 
H is death was most touchingly described. 
Oddly enough the last words lie uttered in 
public were these: 
“ When I speak to you 
again it w ill be of the inhabiiants of an­ 
other world.” 
H e had just finished Iris 
w eekly lecture and referred iii hi* closing 
sentence to the subsequent lecture that wa* 
never delivered. 
H e was a most j-roiific 
writer. 
H is sketches on “Creation ’ are a 
very widely read book, and m any other 
works written in refutation of evolutionary 
idea* being very successful. 
He discovered 
m any new geological species, and m any 
other geologists testified their adm iration 
for him by nam ing specie* they discovered 
after him . 
H is great work for the geologi­ 
cal society was touched on, and in closing 
the living brother said that the nexv gen­ 
eration keenly feel the beneficent influence 
of his work. 
At the conclusion o f the m emorial Prof. 
Edward Orton, Dr. C. A. W hite and F. IL 
Vanhise were appointed a com m ittee to 
draft resolutions exj,re-sive of the society’* 
regret at the death of its president.

“ By dint o f much hard wo rk, drill­ 
ing and blasting with dynamite, they 
succeeded in penetrating the three o r 
fo ur inches o f pins and co rro sio n and 
set the po le. The walk will last fo r­ 
ever, after o nce being nicely laid, and 
neither travel no r sto rm s will affect 
its so lidity. A suggestio n is o ffered to 
the bo ys, who , o n the near appro ach 
o f balmy weather, discard their sho es 
to beware o f Selectman Lo undsbury’« 
sidewalk when it is co mplete*!.”—New 
Haven Register.

A Lost River. 


According to the Los A ngeles Her­ 
ald, the Southern Pacific railroad 
company has lost a river, and in 
consequence has a bridge whose oc­ 
cupation is gone.

mountains across the sands of the 
region just this side of Seven Palm s 
as long as any one can remember. The 
station of W hitewater was located 
where the river crosses the railway 
and was supplied with water from its 
current. 
During the last heavy rains 
the W hitewater rose in its m ight and 
devastased the whole country round 
about, washing out the bridge and 
the roadbed and playing the m ischief 
generally. 
Soon the rains and the 
river stopped simultaneously, and the 
river has not been found since. It ap­ 
peared to become ashamed of itself 
for doing so much harm, and has ap­ 
parently slunk away in disgust and 
sorrow. 
It is entirely gone. 
At no 
point does it cross the railroad, as it 
would have to do were it still in 
existence in some new course. 
The 
railroad company, in order to secure 
water for its station at Whitewater, 
has been obliged to build a pipe line 
away up to fhe mountains, at con­ 
siderable expense. 
All lust summer, 
during the hottest, driest weather, 
the river ran placidly along—in fact, 
it has never failed until after its 
“jag” of this winter. 
Now it forms 
one of the mysteries of that mysteri­ 
ous region, the Colorado river desert 
and perhaps is flowing by the P egleg 
mine, and possibly rippling beside 
the treasure-laden Spanish galleon 
which lies somewhere in that region 
buried in sand.— Scientific American, j

slightly bruised. 


N ew Y ork, Aug. 25. —The digging for 
the dead bodies in the ruins continued un­ 
interruptedly all last night, except tor the 
rain that fell at periods during the night. 
A t 3:25 in the m orning there wa* a bustle 
of excitem ent am ong the workmen th at 
soon spread to the eager watchers at the fire 
line. A nother body had been fyund. 
It 
was th at o fa man, and lay beside the tangle 
of presses at No. 70. It was terribly burned 
and unrecognizable, unless identity may be 
disclosed by the tattered fragments of cloth­ 
ing that but partly covered it. 
The work again went on unm arked by in­ 
cident until 7:40o’clock this morning, when 
a second Lody was found, also that ot a 
man, near the spot where the first was dis­ 
covered. 
F.ve minutes later a third body 
of a m an was found in nearly the same 
place. 
H ardly had this been unearthed 
when the body of another m an was found, 
but it lay beneath a heavy press and it will 
h* im possible to remove it until a derrick is 
obtained to hoist the press from the ruins. 
A lm ost sim ultaneously came the discovery 
of a fifth body—m aking tw enty-one in all 
— am ong the brick and paper at 74. 
It 
was that of a large man, but when the face 
became visible, it was like the others—un­ 
recognizable. 
At 9 o’clock the Italian la­ 
borers were still at work rem oving the 
bricks th at buried the body and hindered 
its rem oval. 
From daylight on the crowd 
of spectators at the fire lines gradually in ­ 
creased, and at 9 o’clock a densely packed 
throng filled every spot that com m anded 
the slightest view of the blackened ruins. 
NO BOILER IN THE BUILDING, 
but the presses were not working when the 
accident occurred. 
It was due probably to 
the faulty construction of the building. 
One of the bodies recovered this m orning 
is believed to be th at of John S teinkeof 
H oboken. 
A t 10:10 o’clock the body found at 8 
o ’clock pinned down beneath a presa was 
removed. 
In order to release it, tackle 
employed in hoisting safes was secured and 
was fastened to a telegraph |>ole and the 
pres* raised sufficiently to perm it of the re­ 
covery of the body. 
It was that of a young 
m an about eighteen or twenty years old. 
A bout ten miuute* later the body of anoth- 
young man or boy was found alm ost direct­ 
ly beneath the platform , which latter had 
been removed. 
It had been identified as 
Ernest D. Shadduck of Brooklyn, who was 
em ployed by Leibler A Maas. 
H e was six­ 
teen years old. 
Just befora these two bodies were taken 
from the ruins a crowd of people standing 
on the stepe of the building opf>ositc the 
wreck saw one of the Italians working in 
the ruins stoop over the body of one of tbe 
victim s and take som ething out of the vest 
pocket. 
They shouted to the police and a 
boy ran across the street and told Policeman 
Sweeney, of the N inth precinct, who arrest­ 
ed the Italian. 
H e was com pelled to show 
w hat he had in his pockets, and the first 
thing he pulled out was a silver watch 
w hich he adm itted he had “ picked up.” 
H e was taken to the Second precinct station 
house, followed by a mob, m any of whom 
shouted “ Lynch him! Lynch him !” 
From 
the police station he was taken to the 
Tombs police court. 
There he gave hss 
cam e as Rosso Savano. 
He said he intend­ 
ed to give the watch to his boss. 
H e was 
held for trial. 


SIX MORE BODIES 
were found in the ruins at 3 o’clock. 
The 
w ork of the taking them out of the debris 
was com pleted at 3:25 o’clock, when it wa* 
learned that five of tbe bodies were those of 
women and girls and one that of a boy. 
One of the bodies was identified as Lottie 
Heim, twenty-five year* old, who worked 
with I.iebler A Mas*. 
A nother as th at of 
Maggie Q uiuc. about twenty year* old, and 
a third that of Mamie W illiams, sixteen 
year* old. 
The two first were press girls. 
D istrict Attorney Nichol 1 is considering 
the question of indicting the person or per­ 
sons rcspousible for the disaster. 
After a 
long consultation with his chief assistant, 
ex-Sadge Redford, tie placed the case in the 
hands of Assistant District Attorney Town­ 
send. 
The scenes at the m orgue to-dav were 
sim ilar to those of yesterday.

brousbt to the morgue Tom the scenes of 
the diaster. 
Of these thirteen 
HAD BERN IDENTIFIED 
at the morgue by friends or relative*. 
The 
bodies of those identified as soon as they 
were dug cfut of the debris were not taken 
to the morgue, but rem oved at once to un­ 
dertakers’shops. 
Most of the identifica­ 
tion* were made from the article* 01 cloth­ 
ing found on the charred remains. 
A nother body was removed from the 
ruins at 6 45 o’clock. 
It was that of a large 
and m uscular man, about six seel in height 
Snd i»erhaps 185 pounds weight. 
The re­ 
m ains were not much burned, although 
som ewhat blackened. There wa* no m u­ 
tilation of any part, and the hair was not 
even singed. None of those at the scene of 
the disaster waiting the recovery ol rela­ 
tions could identity these rem ains and they 
were sent to the morgue. 
This was the 
thirty-fi th body which had been recovered 
u p to that hour. 
Late this evening the workmen in rem ov­ 
ing some tim bers revealed tlie arm, bead 
and breast of a woman. 
She lay on her 
back, and a large press crushed her down 
with it* weight, and rendered the removal 
of the body impossible w ithout the use of 
a derrick. 
It was allowed to rem ain where 
found until to-m orrow. A canvas was mer­ 
cifully throw n over the lace, which showed 
00 sign of suffering, she probably having 
been providentially stunned before tbe huge 
press crushed out her rife. 
An alaim was sent out trom police head­ 
quarters to-day for Louis Rosc*nfeid, pro­ 
prietor of the paint store at No. 70 l ’a rt 
place. 
H e has been missing since the dis­ 
aster, and his brother thinks the ieariul 
scene* he witnessed after the crash came 
unsettled his m ind and that he is wander­ 
ing aimlet&iy about this or some other 
city. 


An E n lo g is tie M e m o r ia l o f t h e I.ate P r o f 
A le x W ln c h e ll. 
W ashington, Special Telegram, Aug. 25. 
—At the annual m eeting of the Geological 
Society of A m erica to-dav l ’rof. N. H . 
W inch ell, who fills the chair of geology in 
the M innesota state 
university, read a 
touching and eulogistic m em orial of his 
dead brother, Prof. Alex W incbeil, the 
last elected president of the society, who 
was well known in M innesota. 
The m em orial was quite lengthy, and re­ 
viewed the dead geologist’s life from his 
birth, Dec. 31. 1834, in Duchess county, N. 
Y., to his death at Ann A rbor Feb. 9 last. 
His work was m any sided. 
He had studied 
to be a civil engineer; had a strong leaning 
tow ard theology, 
lie also read medicine 
and wa* a fine m athem atician, 
lie loved 
music; wrote poetry, and modeled in clay 
and plaster. 
As a financial resource he be­ 
came a teacher, and was very successful. 
He became famous by his argum ents on 
“The Bible H istory of the C reation.” 
Ho 
published 
in 
(he 
Christian 
Advorato 
“A dam ites and 
Pre-A da m ites,” 
a 
far- 
reachir.g exposition of Scriptural and sci­ 
entific harm ony. 
For four years he lec­ 
tured 011 geology at V anderbiit university. 
D uring hia long connection w ith the uni­ 
versity of M ichigan he wrote many scien­ 
tific articles o fa popular nature, and did a 
great deal tow ard popularizing geology. 
The speaker spoke eloquently of iris dead 
brother’s long and spiendirt connection 
w ith the Ann Arbor university. 
H is death was most touchingly described. 
Oddly enough tbe last words he uttered in 
public were these: 
“ W hen I speak to you 
again it will be of the inhabitants of an­ 
other w orld.” 
He bad just finished his 
weekly lecture and referred in his closing 
sentence to the subsequent lecture that wa* 
never delivered, 
lie was a most prolific 
writer. 
1Jis sketches on “Creation ’ are a 
very widely read book, and m anv other 
works w ritten in refutation of evolutionary 
ideas being very successful. H e discovered 
m any new geological species, and m any 
other geologists testified their adm iration 
for him by nam ing specie* they discovered 
after him . 
H is great work for the geologi­ 
cal society wa* touched on, and in closing 
the living brother said that the new gen­ 
eration keenly feel the beneficent influence 
of bis work. 
At tlie conclusion of the mem orial Prof. 
Edward Orton, Dr. C. A. W hite and F. R. 
Vanliise were appointed a coniiniitee to 
draft resolutions expre-sive of the society’* 
regret at the death of its president.

To D etect Alum.—Alum powdercan 
be tested by putting a couple of teas- 
poonfulls of the powder in a glass of 
cold water. 
If no effervescence, that 
is bubbling or simmering, takes place, 
condemn the powder and return it at 
once. 
Borne alum powders, however, like 
the "Calumet, ’ "Bon Bon,” "Chicago 
Yeast,” etc., contain phosphates in 
com bination with alum, and with 
these brands the follow ing test is sim­ 
ple and sure: 
Take one half teaspoonful of baking 
powder in lid of say half pound can; 
char thoroughly over a strong alcohol 
flame, a good gas jet, or red hot coals. 
After charing, that is, burning until 
the w hole m as^is black, add a teas­ 
poonful of water and place a bright 
piece of silver coin in the solution. 
Btir for one minute, then take out the 
silver. 
If the powder prove a cream 
of tartar powder the coin w ill be 
bright; i? an alum powder it will have 
sulphur stains. 
Now pour a little vinegar into the 
lid and smell the fumes. 
Alum pow­ 
ders give off sulphuretted hydrogen, 
which may be detected by its foul 
odor.

carriage, and received injuries about 
the head which were for a time thought 
to be fatal. A strong constitution 
saved him, but his recovery has been 
very slew. 
The last few months have 
done more for him than all that pre­ 
ceded them, and it will not be long 
uiJil he will be himself again.—St. 
Paul Globe.
